Poft ; and Collonel Trincheria lay at hand with the 
reft of his Regiment. , The next day fome of our 
Soldiers were order’d to cut down fome Canes near 
che Enemies Retrenchments, in order to entice them 
out ; but that Stratagem did nor take. The followin 

day at 6 in the Morning, the Enemies mann’d their 
principal Retrenchment with 300 Foot and 20 Horfe, 
who made fome Shor at 4 of our Soldiers who ad- 
vanc'd to take a near View of them, but did not ftir 
out of their Retrenchments. Then Captain Don An- 
tonio Firmat and Enfign Juan Moliner were com- 
manded to advance en the Right, and the reft of 
our Men to advance ia Front and on the Left, and 
all ogether to atrack the Enemy in their Retrench- 
ments: Collonel Trinchcria march’d in the Front at 
the Head of the Detachment of Don Jofeph de Salas 
Which was of 60 Men,- with which march’d 30 Sol- 
diers commanded by Enfign Jofeph Matas ; and the 
Captains Don Martin Sagrera, and Don Jofeph Fer- 
tiolmarch’d on the Left: They made fo great a 
Fire on all fides, while 15 or 20 Grenadiers climb’d 
up the Rerrenchments, that the Enemy in diforder 
avanden’d their Pofts andy a lictle Fort, and fled to- 
wards the Hills; our Men purfued them hard for 
almoft a League giving no Quarter, when our Go- 
vernour march’d out and call’d them off, fearing they 
might fail into fome Ambuth. The Soldiers recutn’d 
loaded wi:h the Spoils of the Barbarians, of whom 
they ki’'d and wounded above 200, among the for- 
ger their chief Commander nam’d Zelitn Beneby, 
whoie Head was brought into this Town-by a Ca- 
talonian Seddier who kill'd-him. ‘In this Action we 
had bur 2 Seldiers kill’d and 5 wounded, and Enfign 
Jofeph Maras receiv’d a Cut in the Face by a Scimi- 
tir. The fame day our Governour being inform’d 
that one of rhe Enemies Veffels appear'd in he 
order'd the Captains Don Bartolomeo de edellin, 
and Don Jayme Tenas with 40 Voluntiers to go on 
board a Frigate, and with them went an arm’d 
Shallop; They put out to Sea, and the next’ Morn- 
ng came up with a Turkith Ship which ey
